It w-aa reiKvrted to the State Board of 
Health to-day that a serious situation 
prevails In Harlan, and that so far 
twenty deaths have occurred, with new 
cases being reported frequently. The 
ddsease is unusually mortal, and death 
has followed within twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours after the patient has 
been taken 111. At first the authorities 
of Harlan were not certain what the 
disease w'as, but there Is no doubt rvow 
that It is the most virulent form of 
"spotted fever," as the malady is usual¬ 
ly termed. 

The secretary of the State Board of 
Health to-<!lay communicated with Dr. 
Flexner, who has been conducting the 
experlmenta on a serum for menlngllls, 
and to-night a telegram was received 
from the physldan saying that he will 
come to Kentucky, provided he Is as¬ 
sured that the people affected with the 
disease will consent to the use of the 
serum. 

Efforts are being made to-night to 
communicate with the Health Officer 
of Harlan county, to notify him of the 
offer of Dr. Flexner, and It is expect¬ 
ed that a request that Dr. Flexner be 
sent will be received to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. Dr. Flexner will then stark for 
Kentucky, 


Ohio and Allegheny rivers In this vicin¬ 
ity, has submitted a repqrt to the Gov¬ 
ernment. made public to-night.

It 
will In either case divert the irreaistlble, 
f^comlng tide toward the mainland, 
whers the damage to physical property 
will be enormous and lf^/*by the thou¬ 
sands wHl bJ* sacrificed, since there 
would be Insufflclent warning to enable 
the unsuspecting to withdraw' to plates 
of safety. And that such a freshet may 
occur any season Is clearly within the 
range of possIbllKles.

Dr. Simon Flexner Is a (brother of Eh*. 
J. A Flexner, of 1044 Fourth avenue, 
Louisville. The former Is forty-four 
years old. having been bom In L<ou1s- 
vUle March 25, 1963. He was graduated 
in medicine from the University of 
IxmleviUe In 1889, and later became a 
post-graduate student of the Johns 
Hopkins University, and subsequently 
pursued his pathological anatomy In 
1898-9. 

He later became professor of path¬ 
ology In the University of Penn.^yl- 
vanto. He was also director of the Ayer 
Ohemlcal Laboratory, Pennsylvania 
Hospital, from 19Q1 to 1903, and served 
as pathologist of Uirlverslty Hospital 
and Philadelphia Hospl-tal from lS99|to 
1903. His ability w’-as further recognJxed 
by hla being chosen a director of the 
Rock^rfeller I.,aboraior>' of Research In 
New York, establlsli^d to promote tlie 
study of the origin of dlseitsee.

CENTRAL CITY FRIGHTENED. 

Heavy Wind and Hail Does Much 
Damage to Houses. 

Central City, Ky., April 7.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Central City was visited by a 
destructive windstorm this afternoon. 
Thirty minutes prior to the storm a 
heavy black cloud lay directly north 
of low'n. At 1:05 a heavy rumbling and 
roaring frightened the citizens. Houses 
rocked, the air was filled with tin roof¬ 
ing and fiying debris. Most of the 
damage was In the business dlstriot. 
Trees ten inches in diameter were up¬ 
rooted or broken off at the ground.

New Tqrk. April 7.—The Internation¬ 
al Policyholders' Committee Issued a 
statement to-day, pointing out alleged 
violations of the present Inaurance 
code by the companies In the recent 
election of officers and the alleged In¬ 
efficiency of the Department of Insur¬ 
ance In conducting the supervision of 
the election. The statement says In 
part: 

”The International Committee has 
maintained for months in both the Mu¬ 
tual and New York Life canvs&s a 
force of watchers and translators, and 
every effort has been made to protect 
the Interests of policyholders who have 
voted against the old management, but 
the rullngrs of the inspectors having 
been so uniformly against us. and be¬ 
ing fully satisfied that It Is Impossible 
under the present oondVUons to secure 
a fair count of the votes as cast, we 
withdrew our watchers. 

"From the beginning the companies, 
with the assistance of the Department 
of Insurance, have evaded and nullified 
In every* way possible the htw as enact, 
ed. The companies filed lists of policy¬ 
holders at Albany which contained 
thousands of Incorrect names with false 
and misleading addresses, while they 
gave to agents and canvassers, not 
alone the correct names and addresses, 
but the policy numbers of the Insured.”

On Wholesale Scale. 

The statement then sets forth In de¬ 
tail the various forms of irregularity 
charged and declares that affidavits 
show it u%a8 practiced on a wholesale 
scale, but these affidavits, the state¬ 
ment as.serla^ were refused considera¬ 
tion.

HOT ATTACK ON CANDIDATE 
LANDS HIM IN BASTILE. 


BIG SENSATION CAUSED BY AU- 
^ORITTEB’ ACTION. 


FRIENDS USE IT IN CAMPAIGN. 


El Paso, Tex., April 7.—Because he 
hod b^en arguing that Enrique C. Creel, 
Ambassador of Mexico to the United 
States, could not be elected the Con¬ 
stitutional Governor of the State of Chi¬ 
huahua. Sllvestre Terrazas, editor of El 
Correo, a dally newspaper of high 
standing, published In the city of Chi¬ 
huahua. Is In Jail. 

Mr. Creel'a father was an American 
citizen, which, nccordlng^to the Consti¬ 
tution of ChlhiwUiufi. renders him Inelig¬ 
ible for the office of Constitutional (Gov¬ 
ernor. His father-in-law, Gen. Terrazas, 
has been Constitutional Dovemor for 
many years, and Mr. Creel has been 
"sub.stUute.'' or acting Governor, and 
is now oji avowed candidate for Con¬ 
stitutional Governor. 

El Correo Is opposing his candidacy 
und has quoted from the (Constitution 
those sections which show* his Ineligibil¬ 
ity. Inclosing an appeal to Mr. Creel to 
withdraw as a candidate. El Correo. In 
its Issue received here last night, says: 

"Will you accept an antl-constltu- 
tlonal governorship, which Is o I most 
treason, or will you decline such on at¬ 
tack without parallel on your native 
country?” 

Immediately after this article ap¬ 
peared Editor Terrazas w*a8 arrested 
and throw'n Into prison. 

The arrest has caused a profound sen¬ 
sation throughout Northern Mexico, and 
is being used not without effect by the 
agitators against the Diaz Government, 
the so-called "revolutionists” on both 
sides of the border.

W. H. FREDRICK ARRESTED 

ON SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Admits Being Found In Room With 
Corp. Bang's Daughter—Rough 
Treatment From Father. 


With hts faro battered and several 
(5Ut8 on hlB cheeks, W. H. Fredrick, 
aged elghtY'en yt^rs, was arrested by 
Lieut. Doran end Patrodinan ('mss and 
lodged In the county Jail last night at 
10 o’clock. It Is alleged by Corp. Sang, 
of the Sixth district police station, 
that he found his daughter In company 
with Fredrick In a room at the I..acledo i 
Hotel, at 206 East Market street, last 
night. Uorp, Song was accompanied to 
the hotel by hts son. Edward ‘Bang. 

Father and son led Fredrick down 
Market street, and they are said to 
hove struck Fredrick on the head and 
In the face, while each held him to pre¬ 
vent his escape. When the trio reached 
Fourth avenue and Market street 
Patrolman Crotm Interfered, and took 
charge of the prisoner and took him 
to Central police station, where ror|>. 
Bang, his son Ed and daughter fol¬ 
lowed. 

At the station f'orp. Sang charged 
Fredrick with the ruin of his daughter. 

Fredrick told Lieut. Doran at the 
Central police station that both Corp. 
Sang and his son had struck him re¬ 
peatedly while on their way to the po¬ 
lice station. Later at the JaJLhe said: * 

"I was born In Louisville.' but have 
been In Memphis. Tenn., the gruviter 
part of my life, I came back to T>mls- 
vllle seven months ago. I admit the 
charge of being found in a room at ►he 
l..aclede Hotel In <'onipany with the 
girl, but I deny the charge made by 
hex father.” 


New York, April 7.—Nearly every ves¬ 
sel that has arrived from Southern 
ports during the last week has brought 
some story of marine disaster wrought 
by the cyclone off Hatterns during the 
last ten da)% of March. The Bluecher, 
arriving to-day from*West Indian ports, 
was no exception. Standing In discon¬ 
solate groups about her decks were a 
luckless thirteen, whom the liner had 
saved from their foundering bark, the 
Gulfport, as the vessel was on the verge 
of going down. The rescue was wit¬ 
nessed by Speaker Joseph G. C^uinon 
and others of the congreeslonaJ party, 
W'hn were on board the Bluecher. It 
was a weaiy band which the lifeboat of 
the liner took from the waterlogged 
wreck. They were near starvation, as 
for nearly a week they had had noth¬ 
ing to live on except a few watersoaked 
biscuits. 

Little dlfilcuJty attended tho work of 
res^'ua Tho lifeboat, in charge of Chief 
Officer Beyer, was lowered from the 
Bluecher and rpwed to the wreck.

Capt. Larsen said that his vessed was 
carrying a cargo of oak staves and’had 
set out from Mobile on March 6, bound 
for Bergen, Nom'sy. 

The bark had been out twen^ly days 
and hod reached no further than tho 
East Florida coast when she encoun¬ 
tered a gale. In which she sprang a 
leak so dangerous ns to send all hands 
to the pumps. The men were still striv¬ 
ing to keep down the Inrush of water 
when, five days later, the cyclone burst 
upon the bark and the vessel became 
waterlogged. 

Oil Barge Adrift 

Norfolk, Vn., April 7.—A wireless mes¬ 
sage received by an Old Dominion 
steamer here to-day from the Standard 
Oil barge Thomas W. Lawson an¬ 
nounced that vessel to be adrift four¬ 
teen miles southeast of Cape Lookout 
and leaking.

SMALL CYCLONE. 


Wind Goes On Rampage For 
Few Minutes. 


BUXUJZNQS tTNUOOFED AND 
WINDOWS CBACICED. 


CHIUNETS AND SHADE THEES 
SUFFKB HOSn OE ADD. 


WAREHOUSE IS WRECKED. 


With the foroo of a miniature cy¬ 
clone the wind swept through Louis¬ 
ville yesterday afternoon, (tearing down 
trees, btowlng fences and awnings 
away, and even carrying off the roof 
of the largest warehouse of the Ma¬ 
rlon oorunty distillery, at Thlrty-flrwt 
and Rudd avenue. For three minutes 
th wind blew at a velocity of a niUe 
a minute. It gradually subsided and* 
during the next five minutes. Its ve¬ 
locity was recorded by the w'eathor 
man as flfty miles per hour. From 
then on the wind calmed down rap 
Idly, and very soon It had the velocity 
only of a oommooplace, over>'-day 
breeeze. 

The storm yesterday afternoon is at¬ 
tributed to the great difference of at 
moBpheric pressure In the areas to th® 
northwest and southeast. That to Lho 
northwest was very low, while that to 
the southeast was very high, the dif- 
ferenoe being so great that a storm 
was boomd rto gather and center oer 
Loui9\’ille. During the raging of the 
wind-storm a heavy rain followed by 
an equally strong hail-storm took 
place. 

Though the damage was gener.^1, 
most of it was done In the southern 
and western parts of the city, the 
trees and branches that lay across the 
streets and the tattered awnings that 
waved from broken windows boing 
good evidence of this. After the wind 
had subsided everybody living m the 
center of the storm admitted that for 
a few minutes they thought that they 
were "up against It." 

• • • 

Wrecks One Warehouse. 


Probably the greatest individual loss 
resulting from the storm was sxistctm- 
ed by the Marion oounty distillery. 
'IMien the wind sw'ept around the cor¬ 
ner of Thirty-first street and Rudd 
avenue, and passed on further in Its 
course, U left behind it a wreck's! 
warehouse. The force of the wind here 
was so strong that more than half of 
the tin roof of Warehouse "A" was 
lifted and throwm, part of H to the 
ground and another part into the in* 
terlor of the building, where it worked 
even more destruotlon. It dama^^ 
the fermenting and cistern rooms, 
broke the w’-hlsky pipes running from 
the warehouae to the dlstiUery and tore 
down the flagstaff. Fortunately there 
were only two men in the building at 
the time, and theae escaped all injury 
because they were standing under that 
part of the roof not tom away. The 
loss sustained here u eetimated .at 
11 ,000. 

Greenwood avenue was littered with 
branches and broken fences, and be¬ 
tween Thlrty-thlid and Thirty-fourth 
streets, one of the biggest oak trees In 
the oily was tom down and stretched 
ocrose the road, making an effectual 
blockade to traffle. At Eighth and 
Madison streets another large f>ak tree 
was torn down and thrown across the 
street All the streets in the city, shaded 
by big trees, suffered in this manner. 
The smaller ones seemed to be able to 
withstand the onslaught of the wind 
by bending to and fro, w^hlch ever way 
the wind blew, but the old and big 
ones cracked and fell to the street. 

• • • 

Many (Thlmneys Tumbled. 


Throughout the city chimney's were 
tom from various buildings, and, con¬ 
sequently. during the storm, all pedes¬ 
trians, unable to find shelter, not only 
had to dodge hall drops but also flying 
bricks. The force of the wind w*as so 
strong that the window's In many homes 
were smashed. At Smith & Nixon's, on 
Fourth avenue, between Walnut and 
Chestnut streets, a big plate glass win¬ 
dow, valued at 9100, was blowm in. 

At Twenty-eighth and Chestnut 
streets the wind played havoc with the 
plate glass windows of l«»^’erai stores. It 
blew out the front window of the gro¬ 
cery store of Joseph Merkel, situated at 
the comer, and also of that of a dry 
goods store, belonging to S. Murphy, 
adjoining it on the east. The loss here 
is estimated at 9100.

Telephcme Wires Suffer. 


At Harrrvd's Creek trees were tom out 
by their roots and telephone poles were 
blown to the ground, greatly Injuring 
the telephone service between Louisville 
and that polnL In this city, also, many 
telephones were put out of commission 
and the PEMlrcrs were kept on a con¬ 
stant go. wme of the wires were tom 
down In the West End. and It wns not 
until Jate last night that the telephones 
could be used. 

The lightning also played Its part In 
the general damage that wns done by 
the storm. A two-story frame residence 
at 2736 Payne avenue wras struck about 
2 o'clock yesterday afternoon by light¬ 
ning. It struck the window of the bath- 
room in the rear of a house, and after 
breaking the glass panes in the window 
the lightning entered the room and sot 
the carpet afire. The fire department 
w'as summoned and the blase was put 
out in a Bihort time. The residence wms 
occupied by H. Dearlng. The damage 
W'as tiiviaL

Others, who 
thought that they could defy the ele¬ 
ments. tried to make headway against 
the gale, and as a result were oblfged 
to endure all the laughter of uncharit¬ 
able people who bad taken refuge In 
doorw’sys. as. with veils flying, skirts 
flying and both hands pressed flrmly 
on their bonnets to protect at all haz¬ 
ards their Easter purchases, they looked 
rather ridiculous. 

Not a few umbrellas had their first 
view of the sky at close range yester¬ 
day and seemed to delight In their new' 
position 08 the>' sailed along for two 
or three blocks before they descended 
to terra flrma again during a lull of 
the gale, w'hlle their excited owners 
kept close w'n.tch on their movements 
and Anally regained possession of them 
when they reached the ground. Other 
umbrella owners had their rain protect¬ 
ors turned inside out and were obliged 
to weather the combined efforts of the 
wind and hall unprotected, or else seek 
some nearby shelter.

Brown, 
according to the jailers, shows no change 
further than he seems to wleh to make 
his peace with God and Intends to be 
baptized within the next few days. Calm 
and apparently Indlftercnt to the serious¬ 
ness of the charge against him, the ne¬ 
gro Is making the best of the situation 
by seeming to worry as little as possible 
and by smoking a pipe and conversing 
aith the other prisoners. 

"I don't have to worry’," said Brown 
yesterday afternoon, "because I know 
tha/t if 1 am guilty of the charge against 
mo He has forgiven me. But I don't 
know whether I am guilty or not. The 
night that I am said to have murdered 
Ollle I was under the Influence of liquor 
and oldn't know w'hat 1 was doing. I

This, however, 
is a problem which must work Itself out 
slowly, and does not seem to have any 
Immediate effect upon the stock market, 
which by Its recent shrinkage has fully

In Posey county, Ind., was 
caused by wall paper that contained 
pc^laon, and not by spinal meningitis, ua 
first thought. Tw*© of the former wives 
of Mr. Watson died from the same 
cause. 

The wall pajier In the parlor at Wat¬ 
son's home has boon examined, and 
found to contain a virulent poison. 
When brushed or shaken a fin© miica- 
like BUbatance falls from the par>er in 
a oloud. It was to prevent the mall 
clerks and postal employes from being 
poisoned that the Government recently 
forbade the mailing of a(>uvenlr postal 
coj’ds covered with this preparation. 

Mr. Watiwn, who Is one of the wealth¬ 
iest farmers of Posey county, had three 
wives to die within three years, and 
they all showed the same symptoms of 
poisoning before they died.

The Heerst-Haniman combination, 
the 15,000,000 corruption £und.*the pur¬ 
chase of newspapers, the drunken Sen¬ 
ator blabbing the plot, are very prob¬ 
ably the figment of an imagination la¬ 
boring under the Influence of a tre¬ 
mendous brainstorm, but It seems more 
probable that the President expects a 
guileless public to believe In their reaJ- 
Ky than that he believes In them him¬ 
self.

Forty Knights In Buckram. 

Ail this sound and fury from the White 
House signiflos that President Roose¬ 
velt Is desperately anxious to appear 
unsullied during the time that must 
elapse between now and the Republican 
National Convention, and that he real¬ 
ize® that there is grave danger of the 
public awaking to a realization of the 
fact that his reputation for political 
piety Is somewhat out of keeping with 
th«e methods by which hts Campaign 
fund was raised in 1904.

Comparative Exports. 

W^hen it is said that the restriction 
of Imports limits exports, because one 
is paid for with the other, the stand¬ 
patters have a fashion of pointing to 
our enormous volume of exported 
goods as a proof that our tariff policy 
does not tend to reduce exports. They 
also point to the great balance of trade 
“in our favor,” as they call it, amount¬ 
ing annually to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Unfortunately the trade fig¬ 
ures appear to show that all, or nearly 
all, of this great balance is given away, 
as w'e get neither merchandise nor gold 
for it. Of course this is not really 
the case, but it shows how far the 
trade figures fail to exhibit all the facts 
of the situation. 'The imports are some¬ 
times undervalued perhaps. The ex¬ 
ports are overvalued, because they are 
estimated at w'hat they are w'orth here, 
but they are sometimes sold abroad for 
30 or 40 per cent, lesa This is espe¬ 
cially true of manufactured goods, of 
which we exported lost year seven 
hundred millions in value. 

But the amount of our exports, which 
is truly enormous. Is not so great as 
ought to be expected from so large and 
so rich a country. The figures sent out 
recently by the British Government 
give the foliowring trade for the four 
prinolpal oommerclol nations:

By combining the exports and Imports 
w'e get the total foreign trade, w’hlch 
is less in this country than In Great 
Britain and Germany, but greater than 
that of France- But we shall make a 
great mistake if we fall to take into 
consideration the difference in popula¬ 
tion. Reduced to a per capita basis 
Great Britain has a foreign trade equal 
to 1100.15 per head of population; Ger¬ 
many 156.44; France 150.76, and the 
United States 136.96, In otjier words, 
free trade England has a foreign trade 
nearly three times that of the United 
States, relative to population, and sub¬ 
stantially twice ttiat of Germany and 
France, all protective tariff nations. 
That gives us a sort of Idea of what 
kind of export trade we might have if 
we' did not legislate to check Imports. 
We can only have exports equal to our 
imports, unless we give the excess 
away; that Is clear. As to importing 
gold to make good the balance on mer¬ 
chandise account, we do not do It, and 
no nation can long afford to export 
much gold, for if It habitually paid 
large balances In gold it would soon be 
without any. International tmde re¬ 
solves Itself, In the last analysis. Into 
barter, and nations that restrict Im¬ 
ports correspondingly reduce exports. 


are showing little dispoeitlon to better 
conditions under which la produced the 
ni41k they send to market, according to 
the very explicit and detailed statetment 
issued by the public offioers who made 
a trip of inspection last week. The de¬ 
scription they give of some «>£ the 
stables and surroundings they visited 
Is revolting, the filth, the foul 
vapors, tho odors, the reeking, 
dark corners “wero so horrible that 
even they, whose noses are Immune to 
odors w'hlch nauseate ordinary mortals, 
had to seek fresh air." 

Of the forty-six dairies Inspected 
twenty-seven refieeded a more or leas 
satisfactory effort to clean up. Of Uieso 
tho InqpeoLora write: 

“Most at them have stopped feeding 
swUl; have whitewashed the IntJertor of 
their bams; cleaned away the worst of 
the manure yards, and showed that they 
rtallsed that tl>o law Is now to be en- 
toroed, and thad tlhe people of Ixnilsvti:© 
diemand, and Shull receive, clean milk. 

‘ This Is a remarkable ^n. Two years 
ago none of tthesio dairies were <dean : n-jw, 
marly two-thirds of them are gstUng 
clean, and their owners are all trying to 
help us In oup effort to produce dean 
mJlk. 

“Few people rcaiizo the tremendous 
work done by these dairymen, who de¬ 
serve the coenmendation and the patron¬ 
age of the people; and we Shull aid and 
adviae them in e\'ory posstbde way.*' 

Prom this It is seen tliat there are 
a goocHy proportion of dairymen w'ho 
have consciences and who Intend to do 
their pert to help along the raovemenit 
for pure milk. AH praise to them; they 
deserve to thrive, even though they do 
onJy their plain duty. 


The Dairymen and Fuze Milk. 

The president of tho Jefferson County 
Dairymen®’ Protective Aasoc^hutlon de- | 
nles that the association decided defi¬ 
nitely to raise the price of milk; It only 
discussed the advisability of doing so. 

This Is better, but not altogether 
satisfactory, tor there should not bo 
contemplated any such advance. As 
has been pointed out In these columns, 
there should be ix> extra charge tor ; 
purity. Consumers have been paying 
the prices demanded on tiie assumpUon 
that the milk they bought was whole¬ 
some and olfian; those prices were sup¬ 
posed to be based on the ooet of pro¬ 
ducing pure milk; undoubtedly the 
dairymen who fixed them w«?re not so 
lacking in shrewdness as to Impair con¬ 
fidence In their milk by charging for It 
on the basis of Impurity. Under the 
circumstances, the dairymen are not 
Justified in even oonslderltig the advis¬ 
ability of railring the prices. 

The same officer of the assooiation Is 
quoted as saying that “the dairymen 
are as anxious as tho health officers to 
have the milk pure." If the dairymen 
are so anxious as that, there is no rea¬ 
son why Louts^ille's rrllk supply should 
not be beyond quosU*.m. f.-r be dairy¬ 
men are the perrons oan moke or 
mar It.

Teats of Truth. 

A teat of the truth of a statement has 
been adopted at the White House that 
has a certain convenience, but It has 
also its inconveniences. When anyone 
goes in to see the Pnealdent, and goes out 
and declares certain things were said 
to him by that high officer, the rule is 
that the sOeutement shall be presumed 
to be a falsehood, manufactured out of 
the whole cloth. If It Is worth while. It 
may be denounced as such, but whether 
it is noticed or not, all k>j^ subjects 
are expected to treat it as absolutely 
untrue, and If they do not they must 
be considered guilty of lese majeste. 
and debarred from any chance of ap¬ 
pointment to office. Of course, the 
visitor's memory may be so accurate 
and his veracity so absolute, that he is 
able to repeat the President's words 
with absolute fidelity, without missing 
even the intonation with wlilch a par 
ticular word is pronounced, but as the 
statement is not signed by the Presi¬ 
dent, k must be conclusively presumed 
to bo wholly false. 

It has long been a rule among 
gentlemen that comrountcations made 
In private ^conversations are not to be 
used for public purposes. But people 
who go to see the President do not al¬ 
ways, perhaps not generally, go for the 
purpose of engaging in a private con¬ 
versation. Many of them go on public 
business exclusively and talce with 
them public men for the purpose of 
discussing matters of great moment to 
the people whom they represent. They 
are, therefore, forced to give some ac¬ 
count to other people of the position of 
the President, and they may make mis¬ 
takes in quoting him. Mistakes are 
mode In quoting all sorts of people, and 
the highest official, as well as the low¬ 
est, can hardly be exempt. The rule 
that if It Is unauthorized. It Isn't so. 
may be convenient, but It Is not neces¬ 
sarily correcL The memory of man is 
uncertain,^nd unfortunately It does 
not get continually better as a man 
happens to rise In the official scale. 
Hence It may happen that a President 
has a worse memory than a Cabinet of- 
fleer and a member of the Cabinet may 
be more forgetful than a District At¬ 
torney or a postmaster. 

While It Is often convenient to treat 
an unauthorized statement of what a 
President said as a falsehood, there Is 
a certain Inconvenlonce attaching to 
such a rule. The public never knows 
whether the report la really false or 
whether It Is merely conclusively pre¬ 
sumed to be false, although in reality 
literally true In every syllable. In other 
words, the enfoa?cement of a rule like 
this leaves us uncertain whether a par¬ 
ticular person Is a real liar or only a 
presumptive liar. The liar who la only 
presumptive Is not a falsifier at all, but 
a truth-teller who tells a truth that is 
Inconvenient to the other party. Some 
method ought to bo found of distin¬ 
guishing between these two classes. 
Otherwise denials from the White 
House will lack an Important element 
of Intelllglbllltj'. There are many who 
Implicitly believe things which they 
cannot understand, but they are en¬ 
titled to special rewards for fidelity, 
and there ought to be some way of dis¬ 
tinguishing between tlK;m and those 
other persons who insist on knowing 
the precise facta 


est man is he who can discern 
his own Puilits and moke both 
confossJon and n*pnml1on for tbem.

Responsibility should bring wlfth It re¬ 
spect for judgment, but when there is a 
sacrifice of botli dignity ond respcnwiblUty 
thmougih tttteranoee thait are Inoompatrble 
with <4ither or both, that man Is not a 
gnat nmn who thus Indulges, no moitltr 
If the ignorant applaud him for thete ut¬ 
terances." 

Now, who In the name of Tom Walker 
answ^ers to that deacrlpllon? Does any¬ 
body anywhere pose aa a brave man 
because he has power to inflict persoiMd 
and pollticaJ chastisement, to dlnvb hills 
and to shoot? Who sacrifices dignity 
and responsibility through urttorances 
that are iJxrompatWjle w'lth either or 
both? 

And still agaln^ quoth the exasperat¬ 
ing Mr. Odell: 

"That paSomaUsm In govemmentt which 
seeks to Oak© awuy from the Indlrvlduial 
the power of toilthiitive and porformiaxica 
which alms to safeguard him In the same 
manner in which we protect the tnfSmt. 
not only falls In As purpoee, but is a posl- 
ttv« Injury and detriment to ibe com- 
munlity. It is nmoh better for us to dis¬ 
agree with the great and tho trutolllgrnt. 
to bo temuribUB of our rights, than to be 
tike dumb driven cattie, acquiescent be- 
CAAisa K is easier to be tonowers than 
leodorg; followers of those Who. Mke our¬ 
selves, are but human and llaiMe to er¬ 
ror." 

But W'hat nmn uiho, "like ourselves. 
Is but human and liable to error,*' w'oukl 
have the effionbery to do all those 
things which Mr. Odell speaks of? 

Mr. Odell Is maddeningly esoteric. He 
wraps the veil about his ideas with too 
much minuteness. We would give a 
pretty to know just who It Is he's allud¬ 
ing u>—If anybody In partloulaT. We're 
busting our buttons trying to guess. 


^ A Strong Character Gone. 

Massachusetts papers tell of the death 
at Worcester hist week of Joseph Henry 
Walker, who for ten years represented 
his district In Congress, Mr. Walker 
was botm In Boston. December 21, 1829, 
and so was in the seventy-eighth year 
of his age. 

Mr. Walker was a RepubMcan of the 
Hepublleans, and a strong advocate of 
the protective tariff. Of his sincerity, 
however, there was never any doubt, 
but the hotness of his temper nm.de him 
rather formidable at times even to his 
friends. He was a warm advocate of 
sound money, and, being also a leading 
BaptlsL he was largely Instrumental 
In driving E. Benjamin Andrews from 
the presidency of Brown Unlvenriiy, 
which la under the patronage of that 
denomination, on account of his free- 
silver viewa How'ever, In 1884 he bolted 
the nomination of Blaine and supported 
Cleveland, but he speedily resumed bis 
place in the Kepubtlcaa party. 

Many Louisville business men will re¬ 
member that Mr. Walker made xn ad- 
diresB before the Board of Trade here 
some ten or twelve years ago. on mot- 
•tcifs oonneotod with the currency. His 
views on this subject w'ere thought 
rather extreme, and he failed to get 
through Congress the bill in which h^ 
sought to embody them.

The first Incubator made Its appear¬ 
ance in this country in 1845. A Yankee 
put one on exhibition on Broadw'uy, 
New' York. He charged a shilling to 
see the wonder, and out of curiosity It 
W'as well patronized, but his machine 
was considered a fake. Mon w'ould not 
believe that an egg could be hatched 
anywhere except under a hen. so the 
showman began demonstrating to 
prove the virtue of his invention. He 
would break egg.s from the machine to 
show the different stages of Incubation, 
and finally succeeded in convincing a 
good many that It was not a fraud. 
Time has proved that It w'as far from 
being a humbug. 

• • • 

It haa taken years of experlrxient and 
study, and the expenditure much 
money, to develop the acience of arti¬ 
ficial Incubation into the successful 
practice It la to-day. Its promoters 
had to closely observe and follow the 
natural laws of Incubation. They found 
that nature assisted a setting hen by 
rushing the blood to that portion of 
the body which comes In contact with 
the eggs! that during certain stages of 
incubation the eggs shifted their posi¬ 
tion under the hen; that at times she 


time, but proportioned so that some of 
them will be discharging fresh chicks 
each day. 

A Large flock of Barred Plymouth 
Rock biddies are kept constantly on 
duty laying eggs with which to stock 
these hatching machines, and 450 eggs 
are placed In them each day, includ¬ 
ing Sunday. In connection wit\the ia- 
cubators there is a row' of penfl>. num¬ 
bered from one to ninety. Each day 
the littlo chicks from the machines are 
turned Into the first pen, ’They arc ad¬ 
vanced one pen each day and w'hen 
the last one Is reached they are ninety 
da^'s old. and are ready for the market. 
They are herded from the incubators 
through all of the pens, and finally into 
the coops, W'Hhout being touched. They 
are not handled until the cook wnrlngs 
their necks and dresses them for the 
frying-pan, 

• • • 

A certain proportion of the eggs do 
not ha^ch, and all of them that are 
hatohed A<> not live to make the trip 
through'^the ninety pens, 'but the per¬ 
centage of loss Is comparatively small. 
The breeder finds that the 450 eggs 
which go Into the Incubators every day 
easily net him 300 perfect broUers at 
the coops, w'hlch are shipped to the city 
dolly from pen number ninety. In or¬ 
der to carry out this system and meet 
hla oontroot it w'lll be seen that the 
poultrj'inan has something like 30.000 
chicks constantly on hand, to say noth¬ 
ing of the hundreds of dozens of eggs 
lied up in the fncubaiors. or the great 
flock of laying hens that supply the 
eggs. But he gels to market with his 
dally order just the same. This man 
Is cleaning up a profit of 325,000 annual¬ 
ly and there are many others w'ho are 
succeeding splendidly at the business, 
t • • • 

Tho “green duck" Industry is largely 
dependent upon the incubator. Green 
ducks mean Imperial Peklns which 
were origlnaJly imported from China. 
They are raised by rim thousands and 
tens of thousands by artificial means, 
fed scientlflcaliy. and marketed when 
ttoioy Hire from eij^ht to ten w’Cckjs old.

All the 
problems of heat, moisture and ventila¬ 
tion hav'e been solx'Od. It takes twenty- 
one days to hatch a chick, and the li>- 
cubcUor authorities can tell you each 
day's progress In the formation and 
life of the little fowl before It comes 
out of Its shelL 

• • • 

The Incubators will hatch any kind 
of eggs, but the length of time varies 
In differem birds or fowla It takes a 
humming bird only tw'elve days to 
come through, a canary eighteen, a 
duck twenty-eight, a turkey thirty and 
a swan forty. One authority reports 
that he found some snake eggs in a 
pile of compost nnd put them Into a 
machine. When he went to look again 
the bottom of the box waa a squirming 
mass of little spotted adders. The eggs 
of quail, pheasaJvL and all kinds of 
game birds develop readily In the im¬ 
proved Incubator of the present time. 
Ostrich eggs are also being hatched 
suciTessfuliy In Florida, Arizona and 
Californio.

Police Sergeant’s Resigna¬ 
tion Accepted. 


DEPUTY SHERIFF MIKE A. WALL 
SUCCEEDS HIM. 


SIGHT CHIEF TO EMBARK IN 
BUSINESS JUNE 1, 


TEN THOUSAND TO SPEND. 


The JefforeonviUe Beard of Metropol¬ 
itan Police CommlflKlQnem hold a Kporlal 
meeting yesterday morning, at which the 
reHignathi^ of s>orgt. .1. J. Kendall, to 
take ifTect on June 1, was aieoptiHl. an«l 
Mike A, Wall, deputy sheriff of Clark 
County, Indiana, was named as his suc¬ 
cessor. The resignation of Sergt, Ken¬ 
dall was iendoit*d at the regular monthly 
meeting last Tuesday night, but was not 
oHlclally acted upon. It began to be 
whispered around that Sergt. Kendall 
was about to leave the force, and several 
applicants were talked of. To settle the 
question dednltely a special session of 
the board wan called for yesterday. Wall 
being decided upon. 

Exactly what Sergt. Kendall will en- 
grtge In after retiring he has not decided 
upon, and for the purpose of looking 
around he asked that ...s resignation be 
accepted on June 1. He is beginning to 
grow old, and as his position requires 
that ho shall be on duty every night, it 
has begun to tell on him. Ho went on 
the force June 3, 1897, and has acted as 
sergeant during the entire period of ten 
years. He has been a faithful, reliable 
officer and has lost nractlcally no time. 
He has been Instrumental in bringing 
several criminals to Justice and at all 
times he has enjoyed the conlidonce of 
the boards he has worked under. His 
resignation was decided upon of hla own 
accord. 

Mike A. Wall, who is to become his 
successor, was a member of the force 
for five years, and was known as a fear¬ 
less. efficient officer. When Sheriff Per- 
nelt went Into office on January 1. 1904. 
he selected Mr. Wall os his deputy, and 
ho has been with him ever since. Last 
fall Mr. Wall was the Democratic nom¬ 
inee for Sheriff, and was defeated by 
Oscar Johnson, a Republican, who was 
the only nominee of his party elected, 
the fight against Mr. Wall being a bitter 
one to save at least a part oi the Re¬ 
publican ticket. Mr. Wall Is still a 
young man and was a popular officer 
when on tue force before. 

How To Spend the Money. 

What will be done with the $10,000 the 
City Is to receive from the Government 
for the Warder Park site is a matter of 
a great deal of surmising, but U Is not 
denied by anyone that the money can 
be used to a good advantage. There has 
been considerable talk of building a new 
City Hall, r»ollce'station, city courtroom 
and Jail on the northwest comer of 
Court avenue and Wall street, but this 
may never be done. Capt. Clegg stated 
yesterday that four years ago he was 
promised that if the police force would 
be reduced two men at an annual saving 
of $1,440 to the city, new police quarteis 
■would be built, but It has never been 
done. The city, however, lias saved 
95.760. • 

Missing P. H. Botorff Returns, 

Peter Henry Bottorff. a wealthy Clark 
county, Indiana, farmer, who disappeared 
from his homo in Ltlca township, six 
miles east of Jeffersonville, several days 
ago. and whose absence caused consider¬ 
able alarm to his relatives, is now back 
with his family. He was met on Spring 
street. In Jeffprsonvllle. yesterday by 
Burdette C. Luts, Deputy Prosecuting 
Attorney, and was told his family was 
uneasy about him. Mr. Bottorff did not 
show an Inclination to return home, and 
Mr. Lutx insisted that he should. Mr. 
Bottorff was not permitted to leave Mr. 
Lutz until the family of the former was 
communicated with, and he then agreed 
to return. He w.aa placed on a Charles- 
towiP car and relatives met him at Wat¬ 
son. Mr. Bottorff is still suffering from 
nen’ous trouble and offered no explana¬ 
tion ns to where he had been since leav¬ 
ing home.

The Jeffersonville Commercial Club, at 
R special meeting held last night, ap¬ 
proved the plan to secure protection 
from future floods by raising the Penn¬ 
sylvania railroad fill near the Junction, 
and ordered the appointment of a com¬ 
mittee of five to raise a fund of $4,000 
for the construction of a street to take 
the place of one it would be necessary 
to abandon should the ^contemplated step 
be taken. The meeting of the club was 
largely attended. President H. M. 
Frank, authorized to appoint the commit¬ 
tee, three members of which are to be 
members of the club and two citizens of 
Jeffersonville, said Inst night that he 
would announce his appointments to-day. 

Opposition to the pn>Ject«**i Improve¬ 
ment on the part of residents or Ohio 
Falls is expected. In order to make the 
required improvement In the embank¬ 
ment the level of the tracks will have 
to be raised six feet or more, which 
would mean the dohig away with the 
road crossing at that place. To make 
connections wIUi the CJark-avenue cross¬ 
ing, two squares east, the projected road 
would be built porallel to the tracks and 
south of them. This would stop the use 
of the old and established mad by the 
people of Ohio Falls, who assert that the 
one which It Is proposed to construct 
as a substitute would take travelers over 
several mllway crossings where switch¬ 
ing is going on constantly. It Is under¬ 
stood that attempts on -he part of Jef¬ 
fersonville people to protect themselves 
from future AocmIs will be met with In¬ 
junction proceedings by Ohio Falls resi¬ 
dents.

Question Whether TTiey Must Be By 
Season Point of Difference Be¬ 
tween Company and City. j 


A called meeting of the New Albany 
Common Council was held last night on 
call of Mayor Beat for the purjwse of 
considering certain rules of the New Al¬ 
bany Water Company, concerning which. 
It was allegerJ, complaint had been made. 
Th© only difference appeared to be that 
the company In Its long list of rules had 
mode two which were objected to. One 
of these waa that the sprinkling of 
streets i^nd lawns should bo by the sea¬ 
son and tho other was that no one would 
be gnmted a sjvlnkllng privilege unless 
they also had a house service. This last 
rule was made to pri'vent people from 
obtaining a sprinkling privilege and using 
it for house purposes also. 

After considerable argument. Charles D. 
Kelso, as attorney for the water com¬ 
pany. stated that the matter hod been 
thoroughly considered by his company, 
and that it would consent to no modifica¬ 
tion of these two rules, as the officials 
thought the company In the right lu Its 
contention, and waa also borne out In 
the charter. A motion of Councilman 
Jackson to the effect that the matter 
Is to be referred to the City Attorney to 
report at the next meeting, prevailed. In 
connection with the argument on the 
wraterworks franchise, Councilman Strack 
referred to the muddy condition of the 
water and said that he had become tired 
of having to sift the mud out of the 
water with his teeth. 

A contention then arose in regard to the 
courtraitsl for the r«T»ij\'al of dead animals 
from the siireiots and aUe>’«. w'Wch liaJ 
been awarded by the Board of Public 
Works to Louis Parad and William Buh- 
ler. and the Council was asked to con¬ 
firm the contract, the Finance Commit¬ 
tee having repf)rted favorably. Council¬ 
man Jackson offered a sealed bid which, 
up<in being opened, was found to be from 
Rudolph Allis, offering $75 a year for the 
privilege of removing tho dead animals, 
where tho others had offered but 150. He 
moved that the matter be considered and 
Councilman Strack amended the motion 
I by moving to lay It on the table. A He 
I vote resulted and ihe Mayor voted against 
such disposition being made of the mo¬ 
tion. Quit© on animated argument arose 
between Councilman Strack and Council¬ 
man Jackson over the matter. The Coun¬ 
cil voted to concur In the reporn of the 
Finance Committee, which practically 
confirmed the con tract. Ordinances were 
adopted appropriating money for city ex¬ 
penses.

Crittenden county is a 
UiTg© fruit-growing county, especially is 
the production of peaches In that county 
large in good fruit-growing yearn The 
information from that county is that the 
fruit crop has been destroyed. I^rge 
quantities of dried fruit are shipped from 
Crittenden county yearly; In fact, many | 
fitrms have been converted Into fruit- i 
growing farms altogether. In these In¬ 
stances tho killing of the fruit means a 
Icvui. 

“I understand that the fruit In Hender¬ 
son. Webster and Hopkins counties h^ 
been greatly lnjur<-d. If not entirely 
killed. As a general thing, large quonll- 
tl€w of fruit tire grown in Webster county. 
Outside of the fruit crop, the prospwU 
for crops look well In my county. The 
business outlook In my town and county 
is very bright for the year.’

GIANT AMERICAN BOXER. 


No one now llring rememibeni Oharlea 
FYeeman. the American g;ant who w'ent 
to E^nglaud In 1842 to fight EngIaJid*8 
champion. Bill Perr>', the Tipton Slasher, 
for the world's heavyweight champion¬ 
ship. Perry was built like Bob Fn-tsslm- 


walst and thin legs that bent together 
at the knees. 

Chorit X Freeman, the American, stood 
six feet ten and one-half inches In h.s 
iriockings and w*etghed 250 pounds. The 
old account of the battle says: “Freeman 
la recolieded w'ell by many Nerw Yorlwre 
oa having rode a two-horse act, carrying 
Oscar Stone. In the Bleecker-etreet circus, 
then known oa the Oreclaxi Arena." That 
may have been true slxty-flve years ago, 
but no New Yorker of to-day rememtowa 
Charlcvi Freeman, the American giant—or 
the Grecian Arena, or cvem the Bl<tfoher- 
street circus. 

On December 14 ho met the Tipton 
Slasher. Fllstory does not g\ve the detolla 
of tbe battle except that the twro cham¬ 
pions fought furiously all through a long, 
grim wlnteris afternoon, until cold and 
darknees separated them at last. Six 
days after the undecided battle, when 
Ixxh men had recovered from the etlff- 
nese and soreness of their bruises, they 
met agiiin This timo they fought mono 
desperately than b<!fi>re.

MANY RIGS IN OPERATION. 


Kansas seems lOitterly to be the great 
sufferer from the bugs. T. B. Gerow, 
secretary of the l>nbor Bureau of Kan¬ 
sas. sold he had reports from flfty-orys 
oounXies in Korhsas and that the oondU 
tlon in theee iivdicated ICO and sag- 
geoted a total crop of 130.000,000 bushels.

Kay Kake Up. 


Lexington, Ky., April 7.—[Special.]— 
The prevailing high prices commanded 
by crude oil in the Kentucky fields are 
doing much to stimuJaio the oU de¬ 
velopment industry. Most of the fields 
show the results of tho recent advances 
in the price of the crude product in on 
expansinn of drilling. In Wa 3 ma county, 
the largest field of the State, there will 
be fully tw’eniy rigs in operation by the 
end of the month, and in smaller fields 
tho producers ore encouraged to de¬ 
velop leases which have been held 
pending a better price for crude oil. 

The Standard OU Company quotes 
$1.20 per barrel for the Somerset oil, 
which is produced In aU the fields ex¬ 
cept tho Bath-Rowan dlstrloL For the 
same grade of oil the Indian Refining 
Company quotes 11.23 In the districts 
where it has a market. The opinion of 
operators seems to be divid^ as to 
whether the recent advances in the 
price of oil were caused by competition 
or by a desire of the Standard OU Com¬ 
pany to Increase drilling and bring out 
a better producUon. The Indian Re¬ 
fining Company has been refining Ken¬ 
tucky crude oil for several years, ustial. 
ly offering a premium of three cents 
l>er barrel over the Standard’s quota¬ 
tions. When the Standard raised the 
price to $1.04 two weeks ago the inde¬ 
pendent concern raised its quotations 
to $1.07 per barrel, and when last week 
the Standard axinounoed another ad¬ 
vance, bringing the price up to $ 1.20 
per barrel, the Indian Refining Com¬ 
pany went three cents higher with its 
quotations 

If competition Is behind the advances 
It is the prevailing opinion that the 
limit in the price has not been reached. 
It may bo that, because of the heavy 
investments of the Standard in Ken¬ 
tucky, It deslre.s to bring up a produc¬ 
tion of oil in the various fields suffi¬ 
cient to justify the heavy expense en 
tailed in extending pipe Unes. When 
such an end is In \iew prices arc 
usually lowered iThen the purpose is 
aocompllshod.

Highest in Tears. 


The next spring wheat crop may 
make up for any deficiencies that may 
befall the w inter varieties. Word comes 
that conditions are favorable In the fa¬ 
mous Red River Valley for the early 
seeding of wheat. A greater acreage 
In that region will be devoted to wheal 
If the next thra^ weeks are as auspici¬ 
ous ss It now seems they will be. In 
parts of South Dakota, however, It Is

GOOD SALES OF TRASH IN HOP¬ 
KINSVILLE MARKET. 


Tobacco Trade la Good CondltioD, But 
Plants Will Be Hard to 
GsL 


Hopkinavllle, Ky., April 7.—-[Special.] 
—-The demand for itrash lugsc the leav¬ 
ings of a orop wh4oh In former seasons 
were swept up and sold for any price ob¬ 
tainable. was unusually strong on the 
local tobacco market this week even for 
a season in which this class of tobacco 
had show'ed remarkable strength. On 
the loose floors as well as In hogsheads 
the low grades bnnight fancy prices, 
Tho ofTerlngB generally were of the 
medium gradcfi, no fine leaf or lugo be¬ 
ing put up. 

The offerings on the loose floor were 
lighter than usual this week owing to 
the unfavorable weather conditions, it 
being so dry tftei fanners could not 
bring their crop to market on account 
of Its being so brittle. Buyers were out 
In force though at every sale, and 
prices ruled as fbllows: inigb. $4.75 to 
16.60; common lugs. $5 to $5.75: medium 
lugs, $5.50 to $ 6 ; good lugs. $6 to $7; low 
leaf, $7 to $7.75; medQum loaf, $7.75 to 
$9. 

The first sale of the hogshead tobac. 
CO at public auction held this eeason 
WQ 3 that of this week, and the return to 
the old and still popular form of selling 
was the ewwt of the week. Only a few 
hogsheads were thus Offered' and all of 
low* class lugs w’hkih brought the satis¬ 
factory prtcie of $5 to 16. So pleasing 
wna this sale that other slmiHar sales 
are probable In the future. Receipts 
of hogshead tobacco on the general 
market were heavy. 

The local salesman for tho Planters* 
Protecjtl^'e Aseociatlon reports 9 e\‘eral 
soJee for the week at satisfactory 
prices, but figures as to theise prices 
and amount and class of tobacco figur¬ 
ing In them were not made public. 

Some appn-heiudon is fe4t thJit tho 
supply of tobacco plants will prove 
fhr* short of the demand for setting out 
this year's crop. Scores of plant beds 
have been sown with salt or giHwwscad 
by night rkleni In several of the counities 
In the dark tobacco dialrict. Tho re¬ 
cent cold snap, when the thennomc^ter 
fell bek)w freexlng, caught numbers of 
plant beds unprotected by c&nvas and 
In nearly every such instance the 
plants were killed by the cold.

mtroxigMr, jneduaJly improving throughout the 
week, with Uel prlcee ruling at the week end. 
The Amarkiao Tobacco Company wee a liberal 
buyer. Of the reported private eelee 260 bogR- 
heacki were part of the big purol»ee« by the 
AJueiioan Tobatxo Company from the I»ulevllle 
Tobacco Worebouee Company eome weeks ago. 
the eanipllng only being done ihle week. Dur- 
Ing the poet month emcke incrvaeed In the lo¬ 
cal market l,Wl hogaheade. Owing to the a4> 
cumulated stock of new tobacco being forced on 
tftw markol booauae of uneoife ktjcphig coodl- 
ilon. and the date being too early for receipts 
of tnbeoou In keeping order, the outlook ie f*w a 
decided fell ing off In eeiee at an early deke. 
Tjja rooeivt warm weather caused eomo tobe^o 
to eweat and noine early pneUig* opened up 
quite eoft and had to be eoid at a reduction. 
No old or new Green rtvera were marketed 
this woek. 

Boloe of now Burley aggregated 2.461 bogo* 
heMde. The qunirrty aWKOge.! tsiriy well, de¬ 
spite the marked ocorcUy of colory goodi. The 
oondKlon as a rule woe very poor, a large per- 
coirtaga being dameged. Conunon and madlum 
grades Bhoaed the greatest etrengilh. Red 
trash and oonunon luge were In good demand 
and scored advances of Medium and 

good red leaf met with active coiu|»illlon and 
moved up fully He. Gotid and ftno rod leaf 
ruled ftrm, but preoalllng prices were etlll KllGo 
under the high tlgxirae of January and the flrwi 
half of February. Cohwy trash oold a few bids 
higher and outside quotations were realised for 
oolory lugs and all grades of oolory loaf, the 
compstltlon being keen. Old Bdrley sold to the 
oxcesst of 80 bogshearia. All grades m«c wtth 
a good demand and were stronger. 

Nsrw dark offetinga totaled 716 hogmheada 
Tbs quality was good. Export grades 
were In good condition, while alr-<rured t>*p«s 
opened up in very bad order, many hogsheada 
being damaged. Ail grodae of gxporl leaf arul 
desirable lug* wore nnn. Good and One leaf 
were In better demand and brought eatlsrao- 
tory flgoiree. A stronger lone prevailed for 
manufaoiurlng leaf In good order. Air-cured 
lugs In good condition met with a fair demand. 
Irregularity ruled for undesirable lug* and 
tro^ Rehandling leaf was Arm. The hlgh^ 
prloe brought by new dark tobacco was llU.&O. 

Sales of leaf tobacco this week, according to 
the Louisville Leaf Tobacoo Exchange, aggre¬ 
gated 8,6^ hogshead*. Of this nutnber 8.2-ld 
were by auction and 338 privately. During the 
correeponiMng vneek a year ago sales totaled 
3,385 hogshoade, and two years ago they 
amounted to 3,007. Of thU week's sole* S.™ 
hogsheads were Burley and 888 doik. The Bur. 
ley was coinposed of 2,461 hogsheads of the 
1906 crop and 80 old crops, and the dark was 
made up of 1,021 hogsheads of the new crop 
and 8 edd crops. Blnoo January 1 sales hav# 
amounted to 68.803 hogiiheads, compared with 
64.tt7 for the correspondingjperlod last year 
and 68.880 two vmrs ago. The W4p«k*e r^ec- 
tlons were 676 hi:>gshead*, or 18 per cent, of 
the soles by auotloo. Relaotlofui since January 
1 have amounted to O.POO hogsheads. Ttits 
week's rscolpts were 1,741 hogsheads, and since 
Janusury 1 they have amounted to 48.703 hogo* 
hoada

The de\’eiopment of the telephone In¬ 
dustry In this country* Ih measured by the 
d©vek>pment of the national system of 
Bell companlea Year by year Individual 
comnfurUtiea are beaming the economic 
le«on. that telephK}i>e competition does 
not pay; that, while increasing the cost to 
subscribers. It docw not Increase the 
service which could be rendered Uie pub¬ 
lic by one oorapony Just an well. It Is the 
very oi)poe«lte of what a healthy, service¬ 
able and profltahle business proposition 
ought to bo.

Prom a local utility they 
have developod Into a national utility, 
and this they have done by scientific Im¬ 
provements and by the enicrprl.se and sa¬ 
gacity of their business ofTiclals. 

The telephone Is a great developer. In 
the early days It was regarded as the 
business man's 8er\*nnl, but to-day It 
makes opportuniUes for the business man. 
Go where ho will. It keeps him In touch 
with home and offlcc. It has proved a 
boon to the planter, the manufacturer, 
the miner, the professional man—to tho 
oommeivial and social world In general.

MANY TREES BLOWN DOWN. 


Excitement ran high In Jeffersonville 
yesterday afternoon during the heavy 
windstorm, and for a time there was 
almost a panic. While the blow was at 
Its highest an Iron smokestack at the car 
works toppled over end In doing so fouled 
tho whistle cord. This caused the whistle 
to begin blowing, and It waa some time 
before It ceased. There Is hardly a maji, 
woman or child in Jeffersonville that does 
not know the car works whistle, which 
can be heard for a long distance, and 
when It began to blow In the midst of 
the storm great fright was caused. Hun¬ 
dreds of people ran through the drench¬ 
ing rain to the works, but were not per- 
mlited to enter the gates. The cause waa 
finally explained and the people went 
away. 

When the whistle began to blow. Claud 
Dennett, who Jives at the comer of Mul¬ 
berry and Maple streets, hoisted an up- 
staJrs window to learn what the trouble 
was, and at tho time a freight train was 
pulling up the approach to the bridge. 
The wind raised the root off of one of the 
cais, and It sailed straight for Bennett's 
head, striking him on the forehead, cut¬ 
ting a deep gush. Dr. E. N. Flynn was 
summoned and dressed the wound, with 
tho aoBisiance of Dr. Edward Cottrell. A 
part of another car roof was blown oit 
and struck the homo of James T. Wright, 
422 Mulberry street, damaging the house 
slightly. 

All over the city Limbs were blown off 
trees and out In the country mauy large 
trees were felled. Some of the telephones 
were put out of oommlsslon, but the serv¬ 
ice was only slightly crippled. Many per- 
sons expeoted to see the freight train 
blown off the bridge, but with the excep¬ 
tion of tho roofs tom off no harm was 
done, but no brakeman dared venture out 
on top of the cars.

ORDINANCE TO THIS EFFECT TO

JUDGE RICHAflOS’ OPINIONS. 


Prank Stout will Introduce in the lower 
board at Uie meeting of the OencraJ

Among the more important matters to 
come up at the meeting Tuesday night are 
the opinions to be submitted by Judge 
A. B. R-chaids bearing on the right of 
the Louisville Bridge Company to occupy 
with Its tracks Fourteenth street, and the 
question as to whether the General Coun¬ 
cil has the right to regulate the price of 
maui furnished by the Kentucky Heating 
Company. 

A meeting of the committees on Gas and 
Water and Revision of tho lower board 
will be held to-morrow at noon, at which 
lime tho ordinance providing for the 
double gas meter system will bo consid¬ 
ered. I't is probable that a report on this 
ordinance may be made at the meeting 
Tuesday night. 

Judge Richards has begun the work of 
investigating tho report of the special 
committee of the Board of Aldermen at¬ 
tacking the franchises of the Louisville 
Haifiway Company, but ho w’lll be unable 
lo submit an opinion for several weeks, 
owing lo the thoroughness of the Investi¬ 
gation which he intends to prosecute. 

Action on the annexation ordinance will 
not b© taken for some time, as It Is the 
intention to give all who desire an op¬ 
portunity to enter protests against It. A 
meeting of the joint commlltoc having the 
ordinance In charge will be held to-mor¬ 
row* afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, at which 
•time protests from those opposed to tho 
annexation of Oakdale will bo heard.
